Juvtitil* ddittqucncy often urge • youth 
center u • cure-all. However, there if little 
evidence that Mich facilities have any ma* 
tetial effect upon the conduct of the young 
people. In fact, some people think it dis- 
tract! them from their regular duties at 
•chool and at home. Most children of teen 
age have so many things to do they are un- 
able to keep up with all of them. 


The village of Downers Grove near 


Chicago has had a youth center for 12 
years. Its present center was quite recent- 
ly built with money raised by teenagers in 
work days stretching over a 10-year period. 
It has long been regarded as a very suc- 
cessful enterprise with a membership of 
1.600 teenager*. The center is governed by 
• board consisting of four boyi and four 
girl* from each high school class, plus the 
elected officials. Students pay $3 a year in 
dues and must be 20 or under and resi- 
dents of the Downers Grove school dis- 
trict. 


Things had been going so well at the 


center that parents in the neighborhood 
apparently had paid little attention to it. 
The other day the fire department was 
called to put out a fire in a car in the youth 
Center parking lot. It is not quite clear just 
what caused it but a riot broke out involv- 
ing about 500 teenagers and the firemen 
who had to fight the fire and stave off the 
attacks of the teenagers at the same time. 
How many of the teenagers were members 


of the center is not known and neither Is it 
known who was responsible for the be«r 
bottle* strewn about the parking lot. But it 
is quite clear that all was not well at th* 
youth center nor had it been fdr torn* 
time before the fire department arrived. 


The Downers Grove police chief thinks 


the center got a lot of good will out of the 
riot because, he says, "Adult supervision 
has been too lax at the center because 
there had never been any real trouble 
there. From here on out 1 doubt that they 
will ever have to worry again about getting 
enough people to supervise." 


We think there are two things to be 


noted about this riot. One is that parents 
cannot afford to establish a youth center 
and then leave it entirely without adult su- 
pervision. If they do they are neglecting 
their duties as parents and they are drift- 
ing into trouble. The second thing to note 
is that obviously the teenagers in the vi- 
cinity of this center, whether members or 
not, had not been taught to respect public 
officials as their friends, and some of them, 
under the influence of beer, were misled 
into assaulting the chief of police in the 
hopes of staving off an investigation. 


We have here another prize example of 


the utter folly of building up the notion in 
the minds of children that somehow men in 
uniform are to be regarded as their ene- 
mies. This foolish belief makes the work of 
*he police and firemen difficult and causes 
harm to the community and to the people 
who believe such nonsense. 


The One Need of a Free Press 


A lot of newsmen have been pointing to 


the increasing difficulties of getting and 
printing the facts, particularly from gov- 
ernment agencies. Four of the country's 
leading editors recently appeared on a tel- 
evision panel and said the main problem 
today is getting the truth and then making 
the public aware of it. Actually the prob- 
lems depend upon each other for solution. 


Louis Seltzer of the Cleveland Press 


said that "under the guise of almost per- 
petual national security the sources from 
which the free press of America is search- 
ing out information with which to sustain 
the free society have been shrunk." Ralph 
McGill extended the criticism further: "You 
find all governments — it is not merely the 
government in Washington, but state gov- 
ernments, municipal — are tending to cov- 
er up." 


But Mr. Seltzer also said that "the per- 


centage of the total population who today 


seriously Inform themselves about the 
sweep of history, unfortunately and re- 
gretfully for this democracy as well as the 
field of communication, has shrunk." And 
Turner Catledge of the New York Times 
suggested as a cure "we must make our 
message more simple, make it easier to be 
understood, because unless it is received, 
we have failed." 


And yet exactly how simple can the 


news of the world be made today? The 
hard truth is that, unless the general pub- 
lic or a good percentage of it is concerned 
about secrecy, governments will continue 
to "cover up" no matter how much pres- 
sure comes from newsmen. And if one be- 
lieves that a corner stone of democracy is a 
knowledge of the facts from objective 
sources, then the strength of democracy 
slips every time censorship wins out. 


In the long run it is the demand of an 


alert and interested and concerned public 
for truth which alone will guarantee it. 


Note to British Press: We're Used to It 


The English press seems to be getting 


• bit tired. Through the years, almost since 
the first British colonist settled in the New 
World, it considered America and all things 
American legitimate prey for its sharpest 
barbs. It made fun of Yankee Doodle and 
Jonathan. 


Sydney Smith, who was born a few 


years before the American Revolution and 
died in 1845, wrote: "In the four quarters 
of the globe, who reads an American book, 
or goes to an American play, or looks at an 
American picture or statue?1: His lead was 
followed by many distinguished English vis- 
itors to these shores. George Bernard Shaw 
made an art of calculated sneers at Amer- 
ica, and America loved him for it. We had 
come to expect it. 


After Lincoln's assassination. Punch 


published its famous "A Recantation" in 
which Tom Taylor apologized for his 
"mocking pencil, wont to trace for self- 
complacent British sneer" at Lincoln's 
"length of shambling limb . . . furrowed 
face . . . gaunt, gnarled hands .. . unkempt, 
bristling hair . . . garb uncouth . . . hear- 
ing ill at ease." He lamented his "shallow 
judgment" and paid a magnificent tributp 
to the martyred president. He might havp 
added that in the early years of the Civil 
war Lincoln typified Yankee America in 
the British press. 


Last week the British press felt con- 


strained to chide two famous Britons. First 
was Sir David Eccles. president of the 
Board of Trade. Then came Field Marshal 
Lord Montgomery. Sir David was engaged 
in trying to make friends of and influence 
the West Germans. He indicated that the 


Third Major Disease

As a person allergic 
to poiaon ivy does not dare pluck just one 
leaf, an alcoholic must not sip even one 
b**t — or an alcoholic cough syrup.

always articulate English press was some- 
what too articulate in criticising the im- 
movable Bonn chancellor, Konrad Aden- 
auer, and his uncompromising stand against 
Russia. He told the West Germans not to 
take the London press too seriously. 


To make matters much worse. Sir David 


stressed the ties of British royalty and no- 
bility with Germany. Certainly he referred 
to Hanover, and he probably mentioned 
Zell, Brandenburg-Anspach, Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, Brunswick-Wolf en buttel and may- 
be Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. The hubbub 
that followed in the press caused Sir David 
to admit that he "dropped a brick," mean- 
ing he was guilty of a boo boo. 


When the half-gods of "me-and-my-big- 


mouth" go, the gods arrive, and Lord 
Monty took the pressure off Sir David, at 
least for the moment. The field marshal, in 
a filmed interview, bemoaned America's 
lack of leadership in the free world, and 
generously gave that leadership back to 
the British. This televised interview was 
on the eve of Lord Montgomery's depar- 
ture to visit Khrushchev. HP said that 
President Eisenhower. John Foster Dulles 
and Sec. of State Christian Herter are "pro- 
pie who are not very well" and called that 
"no good." 


The British press is very much con- 


cerned about the effect in America. It 
needn't be. for it has mured us ovpr the 
centuries. Even if we weren't so inured, we 
had other things to think about. We were 
all happy to learn that Little Richard, the 
Oklahoma dog, has been taken alive out of 
his limestone crevasse, after six days of 
suspense. 


frustration and responsibility. The typical 
alcoholic is not a bum in the gutter: for 
every such one there are dozens who are 
prominent executives, family men with 
social and community responsibilities. 


There probably is no such thing as a 


"cured" alcoholic. But the sufferer can rise 
above his affliction, with help, by abstain- 
ing from alcohol completely.

Alcoholism remains an individual matter, 


too. It cannot be wiped out by banning 
liquor for everyone else. But its symptoms, 
its dangers. itVprogressivp nature should b« 
constantly highlighted. For alcoholism un-

public buildings.) It is also 
clear, to even the most un- 
critical observer, that thou-

trips. While few would wish 
to deny them these pleas- 
ures, surely, one is led to 
wonder why, if they can and 
do spend money on such 
things, it is thought to be 
too much of a "hardship" for 
them to pay a few dollars a 
month for a state sales tax. 
Also, it would still be the 
middle rnd upper income 
groups who would pay the 
greater share of the tax 
burden, since, it is assumed 
there would still be an up- 
graded income tax. 


A state sales tax \\ould not 


only spread the cost of state 
government more evenly, it 
would also relieve the Wis- 


consin taxpayer of the cost 
of providing tax-free recre- 
ational facilities (and other 
goods and services) for out- 
of-state visitors. With the ex- 
ception of the small differ- 
ences in hunting and fishing 
license fees, and the very 
low fees for camping at state 
parks, these visitors pay 
nothing toward the cost of 
building, expan d i n g and 
maintaining 
the 
facilities 


they enjoy. (Why not charge 
the out-of-state campers a 
higher fee than the state res- 
idents, just as we do for the 
other things, including the 
tuition at the UW? 


Finally, if we must have 


such an unsavory thing as 
withholding tax, the least 
our governor and lawmakers 
could do would be to "play 
square, ' and give the many 
thousands who are now com- 
mitted to personal, loans for 
taxes, and to other fixed ob- 
ligations, a decent length of 
time (say. a year) to put 
their affairs in shape, so that 
when the "double taxation" 
comes it will not mean seri- 
ous dislocation and possible 
loss of property and/or se- 
vere hardship. Even in prim- 
itive times, they didn't shoot 
a man in the back or kick 
him when he was down. A
